“ We have been engaged, fays my Author, in Defence 
' the Monarchy of Spain from the Ufurpation of France ; 
nd this intitled Us to fix a Place of Arms in any Part of 
eit Dominions, as would beft fuit fuch a Defign. It is 
therefore range that when our Attempt upon Ca/es mif- 
pared, (the Reafon of which is ftill a Miftery) we did 

immediately fail up the Streights, and take Poffeffion

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refitting our Men of War, as we did in the Reign of King 
Charles U1. during our Was, againit Algiers.” 


After animadverting on this Negle&t, the Writer gives a 
Catalogue of the Advantages that might be made of Port 
Mahon, by keeping a Fleet there fuperior to the French. 
By mentioning only a few of thefe, we thall fhew the Juft- 
nefs of his Judgment, and difcover how far thofe Advanta- 
ges were puriued during the laft War. : 


** 1. We might have prevented their fending Forces to 
Italy by Sea, which would foon have put an End to the 
War in that Country ; and having no Way to recruit their 


, Troops there, they muft have furrendered Prifoners of 
| War.” 





Was not this Paragraph, without Alteration, 
ju% as true in 1748, when we had been Forty Years in 
Poffeffion of Port Mahan, as it was in 1707, when the Pof- 
feffion of it was only defired? It was very much in our 
Power, with proper Veffels, to have done all that our Au- 
thor fuppofes. This was affirmed, once and again, in 
Journals and Pamphlets. But was any fuch proper Veffels 
fent? Did we intercept any confiderable Number of the 
Forces embarked from France for Italy? The Fatt is fo re- 
cent, that we leave every one to make the Anfiver to him- 
felf. 

“© 2, We fhould have ruined the Trade of Mar/feilles, 
fays our Author, with the dtalians, Spaniards, and Turks ; 
and not only have fecared, but confiderably advanced our 
own Trade in the Mediterranean. It muft be acknowledg- 
ed that, during the laft War, a very confiderable Inter- 
ruption was made in the Trade of Marfeilles.. A Levant 
Merchant Ship was worth taking, when a poor Tranfport 
was not. But were any Means ufed at the fame time to 
put our own Levant Trade on a better Footing? I muft 
declare, I have not heard of any. But it is generally al- 
lowed, that fair Dealing and a good Commodity, are at 
all times the beft Recommendations to the Jurks: And if 
our Trade has fuffered for want of thefe, it will be no dif- 
ficult Matter to lay the Blame on the right Perfons.” 


«© 6. When the Rovers of Barbary had once found us 
Mafters of thofe Seas, they muft have given over their Pi- 
racies, and applied to a fair Way of Trading; by which 
we fhould have enlarged our Trade to Barbary, to our 
great Advantage.” This is fo general a Truth, that we 
have found it exemplified,-in-every Inflance wherein we 
have thought proper, fince Minorca has been in our Hands. 
How little did we hear of the Rovers of Algiers and Tunis 
during the late War, when our Fleets were Matters in the 
Mediterranean ? How eafy would it have been, by fending 
only a fomewhat larger Squadron, to have adjuited all Dif- 
putes with the Dey of Aiers to our SatisfaGtion? But 
Ships of War fent only ona Meflage, and not powerful 
enough to enforce that Meflage, muft be contemptible in 
the Eyes of more favage Barbasians than the Akerines. 
The Powers of France, Spain, Portugal, and the two Sici- 
lies (if not the Pope and the Knights of Malta ) have been 
long cementing a Confederacy to chaftife thofe Free -booters, 
who muft think themfelves a formidable People by the 
vaft Preparations that are made againft them. What an 
Idea then muft it have given of the Briti Power, if we 
had awed them by Surprize into a Submiffion, as we were 
doubtlefs able to have donc? 








Not that I think we ought to do this for the Sake of 
French, Spaniards, or Italians ; bet merely to fupport our 
own Charaéter, as the firft of maritime Powers. The more 
Interruption the fmaller maritime Powers receive from the 
States of Bartary, the better muft it always be for us. Our 
Intereft, therefore, is to preferve and extend our own In- 
fluence, and rather to traverfe, than to promote, that of any 
other Nation. The Pofliffion of Port Mahon enables us, in 
this refpect, to do almoft what we pleafe : And it is clearly 
our own Fault, beyond all poffible Sufpicion to the contra- 
ry, if we have fuffered the leaft Difgrace to fall on out 
Charaéter. Our Advantages are moit demonftrable: By 
Gibrakar we command the Streights, and by Minorca the 
whole Afediterranean. We might command them, I fhould 
fay ; and if we do not, on whom falls the Blame? 

“* 7. By being Matters of Port Mabon, we fhould natu- 
rally become Guarantees of all Treaties betwixt the Turks 
and any Chriftian Nation: kor the Turk, {eeing us Sove- 
reigns in thofe Seas, would never find it their Intereft to 
break Treaties. The French firft acquired their Reputation 
at the Orroman Porte, by pretending to be Sovereigns of the 
Mediterranean: Bot, fince the Turks have been partly un- 
deceived, by feeing us Matters of that Sea in the Summer- 
Seafon, the French have funk, at leaft one Half, at the 
Ottoman Court : Which clearly proves they muft have funk 
intirely, had we kepta Fleet all the Year in the Streights.” 

There is fo much Connestion betwixt this Paragraph and 
the laft, that we fhall not attempt any farther Comment, 
but recommend them both to ferious Confideration. If 
this Author’s Judgment be right, we may meafure by it 
the Reétitude of our own Condv@, fince we have been in 
Poffiffion of Minorca. Have we been the Guarantees of 
all Treaties betwixt Turks and Chriftians? Is our Reputa- 
tion rifen, upon the Ruin of that of France, at the Orte= 
man Porte? ‘Vhefe are plain Queftions ; they may be cafily 
anfwered ; and the Anfwer to them, if fairly and honeftly 
given, muft be decifive in regard to the Politics of Great 
Britain for the laft Forty Years. 

Some Pains were taken by the Writers in the Intereft of 
their Country (when it was apprehended that Gibraar 
would either be ceded fimply to Spain, or exchanged for 
Ceuta on the Coaft of Barbary, by the late Peace) to prove, 
that neither Ceuta, nor any Thing elfe the Spaniards could 
give, would be an Equivalent for this Key of the Streights, 

What then fhall we fay of Port Mahon, which opens to us 
all that is within thofe Streights ? ‘To mafter a Paffige into 
a Sea, and be interrupted afterwards in the Navigation of 
it, would be a fmall Benefit: And by the Poffeffion of 
thofe two Places, which mutually enhance the Value of 
each other, we have not only Freedom of Entrance, but a 
full and uncontroulable Range after we are entered. Where 
muft the Fault lie, if we do not avail ourfelves of thof€ 
Advantages ? 

Mabon is not only the beft Port in the Mediterranean, but 
perhaps can hardly be parallelled upon the Face of the whole 
Globe. The Capacity and Safety of the Haven, and the 
Strength of the Fortifications, are equally admirable. The 
Carthaginians knew the Value of this Place in the very 
early Days of Navigation, as appears both from the Name,* 
and the Teflimony of authentic Hiftory.

Ore Day laft Week a Trade{mah’s Wile at Tacklec- 
Forett in Effex, was by a Gipy defrauded of two Gold 
Rings, 81. 16s. 6d, aGown, Stays, two Suits of Head- 
Cloaths, two Holland Aprons, and two Handkerchiets, 
on Pretence that in a Day or two fhe would return with the 
above Money and Goods, and then they would find in the 
Celler aa old Iron Pot filled with Gold ; and the not hav- 
ing returned to her Time, gave Sufpicion of the Fraud, 
The Tradefman’s Wife is fince come to Town, in orcer to 
dete€t the Cheat, who it’s {aid belongs tothe Gang at Nor- 
wood. 

Wednefday came Advice, that the Wells, late Connell, 
from Virginia to St. Kitt’s, by Diitrefs of Weather put into 
the Havannah, and is there detained, under Pretence of 
being on a Contraband Trade. 

A Ketch belonging to Plymouth, one Mahony Maftr, 
is alfo detained there on the fame Pretence. 

A Ventilator, of the fame Size, and worked the fame 
Way as that on board the Sheernefs Man of War, is or- 
dered to be fixed upat Newgate, for keeping that Jail more 
wholefome and airy than heretofore. 

We hear from Paris, that the Count d’Argenfon, who 
is a great Encourager of Arts and Sciences, has lately pro 
cured a Gratuity of 800 Livres out of the King’s ‘Treaiury 
to M. Peyrere, a Portuguefe, as a Reward for his Talent 
in teaching Perfons to {peak who were born deaf and 
dumb, and given him Hopes that this Gratuity may be 
come annual. 

Latt Saturday one Dun, a lame Porter, that plies in Ex. 
change Alley, walk’d in Pall Mall, for a confiderable 
Wager, four Miles an Hour, for the Space of four Hours; 
which he performed, and had at the laft coming in about 
three Minutes. 

At Taunton in Somerfethhire, a Perfon hath invented a 
new Method of Weaving, which is performed with fuch 
Eafe and Difpatch, that a Child twelve Years old, can 
weave double the Number of Yards in a Day, and that 
in much greater Perfection, than can be done by the moit 
fkilful Hand in a common Loom. 

A few Days fince an Enfign was degraded, an Adjutant 
fufpended, and a Serjeant reduced to the Degree of a Com 
mon Soldier, for Mifbchaviour, &c. and teveral Soldiers 
for deferting and Negleé&t of Duty ordered to be whipped 
according to the Sentence of a Court Martial. 

Laft Saturday, about Nine o’Clock at Night, Mr. 
Philps a Clergy man, Counfellor Jones, and two other Gen 
tlemen, returning to London from Kingfton Affizes in a 
Landau, were attacked and robbed by two Highway men 
in a Lane near Batterfea. ‘ 

We hear that by the Will of the late Duke of Rich 
mond, he has left a conficerable Sum to charitable Utes ; 
twenty Pounds to each of his menial Servants, with Mourn 
ing; one hundred Pounds each to all his Stewards and 
Bajliffs, and all the Rent of his Tennants in Arrear to be 
difcharged. " 

An Exprefs is arcived from Hanover, which, it is faid, 
brought an Account that his Majefty would fet out for 
England on the 18th of next Month. 

We hear that on Saturday laft three eminent Tradefmen 
were taken up for buying Part of the Goods that were ttolen 
off the Keys, and confiderable Bail was offered for their 
App: arance, but refufed. 

Sunday a Perfon fuppofed to be Buchanan, who was 
condemned to be hang’d at Execution Dock abcut eigh 
Years fince, and was cut down while hanging, by a party 
of Sailors, and carried off, was taken at Rag Fair, and 
committed to New Prifon, for further Examination. 

We hear from Cambridge, that the Daughters of the 
Jate Duke of Somerfet, Chancellor of that Univerfity, 
have made an offer to them of the Statue of their Father ; 
which was gratcfully accepted of, and when finifhed is to 
be fet up in their Senate Honfe there 

There are a great Number of filkd Guineas abour, many 
of them wanting three Shilling in Weight, which come 
chiefly from Ircland. We mention this that the Public 
may be on their Guard. 

Monday, about Noon, one of the Vafes, above the 
Gilt Gallery of St. Paul’s, by a Board's being put out 
againit it, was thrown down, and in its Fall, went thro’ 
the Cradle, which the Men worl: in to repair the Dome, 
and wounded the Plumber who was then at Work, It 
touched afterwards upon the Stone Gallery, and from 
thence tell on the Top of the South Ifle, where it made 
its Way thro’, and lodged on the Brick work of the Ar- 
ches that fupport the Roof; and there broke the Fattning 
or Chain that held up one of the Sconces, which fell into 
the Church, and damaged the Pavement. ———The 
Plumber's Labourer had but juit quitted the Cradle before 
this Accident had happened, or it might in all Probability 
have killed him. ‘ 

An Exprefs from Hanover is gone to Dr, Conybear, 
Dean of Chri Church, Oxford, with his Majefty’s Nomi. 
nation of him to the Bifhoprick of Briftol. 

At the fame Time came over his Majefty’s Appointment 
af the Bihhop of Oxford, tothe Deanry of Ss. Paul's, 








On Monday. Night as Richard Chamberlain, Bfq; one 
of his Majeity’s Juttices of the Peace for the County of 
Middlefex, was returning in his Chariot from Hampftead 
to his Houfe at Iflington, he was attacked at lower Hallo- 
way near Iflington Workhoufe, by a fingle Highwayman, 
who robbed him of near 31. The Villain attempted to 
fhoot the Coachman, for not ftoping fo foon as he would 
have had him, but the Piitol only flathed in the Pan. 

A Reprefentation having lately been made, that there 
is Reafon to believe, that confiderable Quantities of Wool 
was frequently ran to France from certain Ports, the Lords 
of the Regetcy have ordered a Number of proper Officers 
to repair to thofe Ports forthwith; to put a Stop to fuch bate 
Proceedings. — 

The prefent Duke of Richmond will foon fet out ot his 
Travels ; and we hear his Grace will ftudy two Years at a 
foreign Univerfity, where the Right Hon. the Earl of 
Pembroke is gone for the fame End. ‘ 

On Wednefday laft arrived in the River the Unicorn, 
Guy, from Greenland, who has brought Home three 
Whales. —It is faid that Captain Guy had caught another 
Fifh, much larger than thofe above mentioned ; and that 
it was forcibly taken from him by the Crews of two French 
Ships, who pretendeda Right, by ftriking it, tho’ the Fifh 
was dead before they came up. 

By the Union, Welch, (who in her Paffage from Ja- 
maica was obliged by Strefs of Weather to put into the Ha- 
vannah, and after undergoing a ftri€t Seach, and many 
tedious expenfive Formalities, was fuff:red to depart, no 
Commodities of the Spanifh Weft-Indies having been found 
in her) we have Advice that the Spaniards have begun to 
erect Forts at Honduras and in the Bay of Campeachy, be- 
ing abfolutely determined to fuffer no Veffels of any Nation 
but their own to come upon that Coaft: And befides the 
Force fitted out at the Havannah, which has already made 
fuch Havock among the Log-wood Cutters, they are 
equipping feven large Ships at, Vera Cruz, which are to be 
fent out to Cruize along the Spanifh Main, as foon as they 
can get Hands to Mann them, and a farther Supply of Na- 
val Stores, 

It is reported that his Grace the Duke of Bedford will 
be appointed Mafter of the Horfe to his Majefty. 

The Earl of Sandwich to be appointed Secretary of State 
in his room. ‘ 

The Right Hon. the Lord Anfon to be Firft Lord of 
the Admiralty.

Monday Night Mr Houghton a Broker, coming from 
Newington, was attacked by three Fellows, who robbed 
him of about thirty Shillings and a Gold Ring. 

Wednefday Morning asa Dray belonging to Mr. Ray- 
ner a Brewer, with four Men attending it, was pafling 
over Limehoufe Bridge, the Bridge broke down and all feil 
into the Thames, it being then High Water, by which 
Accident one of the Draymen had both his Legs broke, 
another was fo much bruiled that it is thought he cannot 
recover, and the other two were flightly wounded ; but the 
Horfes did not receive any Damage It feems the 
Bridge had been repaired, and finifhed the Day before, 
but the Dire&tor of the Work had thiftaken!ly given Orders 
to leffen the Curve of the Arch, (in order to make the 
Paff ge eafier) whereby it was greatly weakened, and oc- 
cafioned this mefoncholy Accident.
